General Meeting of the( London Mis- 
sionary Society. 

(Continued from page 308.) 
GREAT NAMAQUA COUNTRY. 
KLIP FOUNTAIN, 

{About two days journey north of the 
Great River, and not far from the for- 
mer station called Warm Bath. ) 


Mr. Schmelen, on his return from 
the Damarara country, which he went 
to explore, fell in with a kral! of Nam- 
aquas, some of whom had formerly re- 
sided at the Warm Bath. At first 
they were greatly alarmed at the ap- 
pearance of himself’ and his people, 
and hid themselves behind the rocks 
and bushes, being apprehensive of the 
approach of Africaner, whose name 
was terrific throughout all that coun- 
try. But finding that it was a peace- 
ful Missionary who had arrived. they 
expressed the highest degree of joy; 
and having heard him preach, they, 
with Flemerius their chief, at their 
head, earnestly entreated him to con- 
tinue among them. Mr. Schmelen 
would have declined this, as he wished 
to begin a mission elsewhere ; but the 
people would take no denial; they 
would not suffer him to leave them; 
they detained him almost by force; he 
was therefore constrained to abide 
with them, and his compliance filled 





their hearts. with joy. 


It was not long before he also had 
reason to rejoice in this determination. 
Many oo pir the word, ac- 
companie the power of the Hol 
Spirt. | A sane religion os 
came general; and when the last ac- 
count came away, he had baptised 
twenty persons on a credible profes- 
sion of their faith in Jesus. 

The business of civilization, the con- 


stant concomitant of evangelical re!i- 
gion, immediately commenced. ‘The 
Missionary began a school, in which he 
had soon 140 children, who learned to 
read and write; but having no paper, 
a sheepskin was substituted, on which 
fine sand was spread, and a reed ser- 
ved the purpose of a pen. The par- 
ticulars of the awakenings here, are 
some of the most remarkable that have 
occurred in our knowledge. 

It is absolutely necessary that an- 
other Missionary should be sent to the 
help of Mr. Schmelen as soon us pos- 
sible. 

AFRICANER’S KRALL. 

Seldom have the Directors had oc- 
casion to record circumstances so re- 
markable as those which have occur- 
red at this place. Every member of 
the Society will recollect the disper- 
sion of the people who resided at Warm 
Bath, which was at that time one of 
our most flourishing stations. The 
terror of Africaner’s name put a peri- 
od, for a season, to our pleasing ex- 
pectations concerning that congrega- 
tion, 

When Mr. Campbell was in Africa, 
he conceived that the heart of Afti- 
caner might possibly be won by that 
kindness which the gospel recom- 
mends even towards an enemy. Ile 
therefore wrote a conciliatory letter to 
him, aecompanied with a_ present. 
But, for a long time, no man could be 

found hardy enough to venture to Af 
ricaner’s krall to presentit. At length 
the letter reached his hands, and its 


contents were soon after seconded by 


a visit from our late most exceileut 
Missionary, Mr. Christian A!breclit. 
Peace was happily established; and 
Africaner not only censented that a 
Missionary should come, but was very 
desirous of it, and pleaded Mr. Camp- 
bell’s promise of sending one.

TWELFTH REPORT. 
I. Foreign Departinent. 
Con'inned from p. S19. 

14. The Thuringian Bible Society, 
at Erfurt, has ob tained the formal 
*anction of the Government. It has 
planted an Auxiliary at Kisenack 5 
and its proceedings in general meet 
with great encouragement. A similar 


societv has also been established at 
Kichsield, with a branch at Nord- 
hausen. 


15. The organization of the Danish 
Bible Society was fully comp'cted in 
November last, when Count Schim- 
melman was ciected President, and 
the venerable Bishop Munter, and the 
Presideut and the First Deputy of the 
Chancery were nominated Vice-Pre- 
sidents. An auxiliary sociely has 
been established in Sleswick Holstein, 
with the sanction of his Danish Ma- 
jesty, to which 300/. have been pre- 
sented. One of the first works de- 
termined on, was to print the Gospel 
of St. Matthew in the Faroese 
ruage, a dialect of the ancient Ice- 
Jandic, in which no part of the Scrip- 
tures has yet been published. 

16. To render permanent the ad- 
vantages conferred ou Iceluend* by 
visit, Mr. Henderson, previous to his 
departure, adopted preparatory steps 
for the establishment of a Bible So- 
ciety ; the foundation of which was 
laid at the annual meeting of the 
Synod, under the patronage of the 
highest civil and ecclesiastical authori- 
ties. The want of the 
Iceland had been extreme:

Bible Socicty in that place ; and the 
Committee have most readily en- 
couraged it by the promise of 800/. to 
assist Its operations. 

The Swedish Bible Society has 
only the patronage of the King, but 
that of the Crown Prince, who has 
been a most liberal contributor to it, 
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and has promised a considerable do- 
nation towards the establishment of a 
Bible Society ia Norway. 

Is. Of the 13 editions of the Serip- 
tures, in whole or in part, printing in 
Russia, at the period of the last gen 
cral meeting, cight have been com- 
pleted, the remainder are in progress, 
and some neéarly finished; making al- 
logete rer, at least, 110,000 copies, now 

etnattly in the a The Gospel of 
St. Matthew, in Calmuc, translated 
aint printed at the charge of the Bri- 
lish Society, was the first book ever 
printed in that language. It has prov- 
ed most acceptable to the Calmucs, 
and the language has been pronounced 
excellent. Among the new editions 
printing in Russia, are the New Testa- 
iment in the language of Moidavia, a 
dialect of the modern Greek ; the 
Gespel of St. Luke, in the Tartar dia- 
lect, under the care of the Missionaries 
et Astrachan, who have removed ffom 
Karass to that place; and the New 
‘Testament,in the Samogitinn dialect. 
The Sandfitians were not converted 
to the Christian religion before the 
filteenth century, and have never yet 
nad a version of the Scriptures in them 
language. The new translation has 
Leen made by the Catholic bishop of 
Samogitia, who had resolved to print 
[ou copies of it, at Wilna, at his own 
expense. This edition is extended by 
the Liberality of the Committee at St. 
Petersburg, to S000 copi es; and the 
Committee have given 250/, towards 
it. 

Branch establishments have becn 
formed at Astvrachan, Theodesia and 
Haskef: ef these, the two former ap- 
pear admirably calculated for the ex- 
tensive circulation of the Scriptures. 
From Astrachan, which is the seat of 
a Bishop who ts Vi ice-Presicent of the 
Society there, they may be distributed 
in Persia, Georgia, and the countries 
ta the eastof the Caspian. ‘Theodosia, 
or Kappa, isa seaport town of the 
Crimean; and the new Society there 
proposes, in its operations to embrace 
the whole of that gira a in 
seneral the countries lyiug™ on the 
shares of the Black Sea, itheut any 
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assigned limitation; it may, by the 
bicssing of God, prove the means of 
re-hindling the Christian flame among 
the churchesof Asia Minor. The com- 
mittee have encouraged the exertions 
of the Theodosian Society by a grant 
of 500/. 

Vhe Committee of the Russian 
Bible Society have authorised Mr. 
Pinkerton to make a tour through the 
southern provinces of the Russian em- 
pire, for the purpose of promoting the 
creat object of their institution. For 
this purpose he was to be provided 
with recommendatory letters, from the 
President of the Russian Bible So- 
ciety, in the name of the Committee, 
to the Bishops and Governors of ihe 
different provinces. 

The Emperor of Russia, who has 
evinced an undeviatirg attachment to 
the Russian Bible Societv, has re- 
commended to the Holy S, nod, 
through Prince Galitzin, to procure a 
trans!ation of the Bib'e into the modern 
Russian. His Vin jesty had ol served, 
that while the Society was supplyi 
all the nations in Russia with the 
Scriptures, the Russians themselves 
were obliged either to read the Divine 
Oracles ma language they understood 
imperfectly, or in a foreign torgne : 
for, the trans!ation of the Slavonian 
Bible having been made in the ninth 
ceutury, the language of it difiers 
more from the modern Rasian, than 
Wicklifl’s transiation of the Bible from 

he medern English version. The hely 
Synod unanim ously adopted the re- 
commendation of Tis Majesty ; and 
it was resolved that the Scriptures 
should be translated into the Russian 
language, under the superintendance 
of the Spiritual Academy; and that 
the trauslation should be revised by 
the most learned of the Clergy, and 
afterwards published by the Russian 
Pble Society, in two columns, Sla- 
vonian and Russitn. The idea of this 
nonle work is the pure suggestion of 
his Imperial Majesty; and the Rus- 
sian Bible will remain an imperishable 
memorial, both of his piety, and of 
his paternal solicitude for the welfare 
of his subjects. 
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In addition to former grants, the 
Committee have presented the Rus- 
sian Bible Society with 1000/. ‘They 
have aiso voted to the Auxiliaries at 
Mittau, Rigu, Reval and Arensburg 
in the Island of Oesel, severally, the 
sum of 5001. to assist them to publish 
editioas of the whole Bible, in the 
Letiish and Estlandish dialects: the 
suim of 300. has also keen granted to 
‘the Finnish Bible Society at Abo, for 
a stereotype Finnish New Testament. 

19. A Bible Society has been es- 
tablished at Strasburg, which has been 
assisted with 500/. an Paris, 3000 
copies of Ostervald’s New Testament 
have been printed, during the last 
year, trom the stereotype plates, under 
tue direction of the Protestant Con- 
sisiories, and an edition of 6000 is 
now in the press, making a total of 
13,600 copies. 

20. ‘The situation of Malta has long 
been found convenient for accomplish- 
ing the purpose of the Society in vari- 
ous directions, especially in ‘the Gre- 
cian islands and the Levant, and par- 
ticularly for supplying commanders of 
vesseis with copies of the Scriptures, 
for distribution on their respective 
voyages. ‘The repository there is 
kept regularly supplied. 

21. The Rev. Mr. Lindsay hasa!so 
transmitted a letter from Mr. Rich, 
the East India Company’s Resident at 
Bagdad, containing important intelli- 
gence respectieg the Christians in that 
Pashalik. They consist of Armenians, 
Syrians, and Chaldeans; some of 
whom adhere to their ancient faith, 
while many are become Roman Ca- 
tholics; but all are in want of the 
Scriptures, and even the poorer clas- 
ses are stated to be fond of reading 
ihem. A small numberof Armenian 
Testaments and Arabic Bibles were 
presented by Mr. L. to Mr. Rich, for 
distribution. 

In short, the Conmmittee have neg- 
lected no opportunity of distributing 
the Scriptures, where this could be 
done with beneficial efiect; propor- 


tioning the assistance to the exigenc ies 
of the case, and the other claims on 
ihe Societv’s henevolence. 
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22. Last vear the number of Bible 
Societies within the United States of 
America amounted to sixty-nine. ‘The 
Sixth Report of the New-York Bibie 
Society, in December, specifies one 
hundied and two. By later intelli- 
gence, it appears that their numbei 
has increased to one hundred and 
fifteen, among which is an “ African 
Bible Society,” recently established in 
Philadelphia. 

The harmony which pervades the 
Societies in the Western Continent is 
as conspicuous as their zeal. Of their 
continued regard far the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, the proofs are 
satisfactory and abundant. The same 
effects have resulted from these Lnsti- 
tutions in America, as in other parts 
of the world: their inquiries have 
brought to light te spiritual neces- 
sities of Christians, with respect to the 
holy Scriptures, in a degree far beyond 
what was supposed to “have been the 
case, and has excited a cordial dis- 
position to co-operate for their relief. 

The Piniadelphia Bible Society, by 
the liberality of individuals and the 
contr#utions of sister Socicties, has 
been enabled to print an edition of 
6000 French Testaments, for the ac- 
commodation principally of Louisi- 
ana; aud the Committee have sent 
thither a large supply of the Scriptures 
in the Spanish and French languages. 
They lve also granted to the New- 
York Bible Society, 200/. in aid of 2 
set of stereotype plates for au English 
Bible. 

The Committee of the Bible So- 
ciety of Massachusetts have respect- 
fully declined the proposal made to 
them of accepting, for their own use, 
the Bibles and Testaments originally 
destined for the Cape of Good Hope, 
and which they had generously re- 
deemed from capture. 

Several Bible Associations have 
been formed at Philadelphia, New- 
York, and in other parts of North 
America. 

The following is an extract froi 
the Report of the Bible Society i 
Vi irginia :

distribution in that country. 

30. A letter from Western Africa 
intimates a disposition among the Ma- 
hometans on that part of the continent 
to receive the Scriptures. Ht ‘particu- 
larly states, that manv Mahometans 
had applied for Arabic Bibles, of 

vhich ‘a number had been sent to 
Sierra Leone for distribution. A 
transintion of the Gospel of St. Mat- 
thew into the Bullom language,by the 
Pev.

ed ut our premises in the city, for the 
benefit of medical aid, and appeared 
exe! uplarily patient ‘and resigned. 
The whole congregation severely la- 
mented her removal, whilst they were 
edified by the circumstances attending 
her death. 

April 23,—Another female of the 
Roman Catholie church died, after a 
long illaess. She, too, had become a 
coustant attendant on Divine Service, 
but her end was not so satisfactory as 
the above. Shie lias left a son about 
tweive years ol age, entirely depend- 
ent upon us. 

April 25.—The person first men- 
tioned in memorandum March 5, eall- 
el to make known ‘is entire corvic- 
tou of the Divinity of Christ. He 
sail, of om reading the Extract from 
tuc prophecies respecting our Savieur, 
h» saw cle: arly thet there has been no 
o ser way of salvation from the begin- 
ng, and thatthrough him forgiveness 
is 10 be had: adding, “this being my 
stuie, do with me as you picase;” re- 
feiring to baptism. He has been 
greatly tried, and nota little reproach- 
ed by some of the chief Mahometans 
here to whom he is known: and, being 
somewhat ofa nervous habit, has been 
at times greatly perplexed in mind ; 
but said that the consideration of the 
Extract from the prophets usually 
calms the spirits. 

April 30.—It may be worth notic- 
ing, that the attention shewn to the re- 
mains of the above two females, has 
monde considerable impression on some 
of tie new converts. A man who has 
always appeared exceedingly humble 
and sincere, who was a Hindoo, on re- 
turning from the funeral, said, “ Now] 
have not a wish ungratified. May I 
never be separated from Sahib whilst 
I live; and, when I die, let the Chris- 
tian brethren be thus assembled for 
prayer, and to hear the word of exhor- 
tation.” A woman, who had been a 
Mahometan, pointed out to an uncon- 
verted native, with considerable exul- 
tation, the respect put upen the re- 


mains of a poor woman like herself, 
as if she had been an European. 

The Boys’ Schools remain much as 
usual. Five natives are learning He- 
brew ; butthe best scholar of them, the 
Hukeem’s son, seems in a confirmed 
consumption. 


Journal for May, 1814. 


May 1, 1814.—The unhappy Hyda- 
yut died some days ago, ‘Though re- 


peatedly visited, he shewed no signs of 


true repentance ; constantly maintain- 
ing that his views in Christ and the 
Gospel weve the same. 

May 6.—A person, by trade an em- 
broiderer, came late in the evening, 
saying that he was ashamed tocome in 
the day, but heard so much said about 
the Gospel in every company, that he 
could not but come and inquire into 
the nature of it. He staid late, whilst 
Abdcol explained the most essential 
points to him. He was very anxious 
to knew if a person might not secretly 
become a Christian. 

May 12.— Amur Bey, from Bereilly, 
came to beg that he might be baptised, 
or he should be our accuser in the day 
of Judgment. He went, itseems,a few 
days ago, to consult the head native 
physician in the city respecting his 
health, which was indifferent. On en- 
tering, ‘the physician rose to salute him. 
After some inquires, he asked where he 
was now staying. Amur said, “ At the 
Christian Church.” “ What, ” said he, 
“are you a Christian?” “ Yes. ” ‘This 
brought on much discussion, and ex pos- 
tulation on the part of the ‘physician ; ; 
who finally, in consequence of hig ad- 
herence to the Gospel, refused to pre- 
scribe for him ! 

May 13.—This evening, at the Rut- 
tra, on reading accounts of the Mar- 
tyrs in Gaul during the second centu- 
ry, an unusual sensation was excited , 
and a more general Christian feeling 
manifested, than was observed before 
throughout ‘the congregation. 

May 18, 1814.—This evening a Na- 
tive Christian visited us on his return 
from Jaypoor. He had called on his 
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way thither ; and, as he can read a lit- 
tle, had taken a copy of St. Metthew’s 
Gospel. He is the son of a German, 
of the name of Pohle ; but in manner 
and dress, quiteanative. He was told 
by the Roman Catholic at Jaypoor, 
that he would not be engaged as a 
horseman by any of the native sol- 
diers, unless he would conceal his ori- 
gin and call himselfa Mogul. This, 
he says, he spurned at; and determin- 
ed, at once, to trust the Lord Jesus 
Christ for bread, rather than deny be- 
inga Christian. He describes several 
persons as much interested with the 
Gospel of St. Matthew, which he had 
with him. In one place three Raj- 
poots detained him seyeral days, con- 
versing about the Gospel, till, his mon- 
ey being all spent, he was obliged to 
leave them. 

May 26.—A Mahometan, from 
Berthpore, in the service of the Ra- 
jah, attended worship on Tuesday eve- 
ning. He came much prejudiced a- 
gainst the truth; and was very angry 
at the explanation given of the second 
Psalm, and the account of the progress 
of Christianity which was read after- 
ward. He discovered, however, that 
Abdool was an old acquaintance; and, 
after Service, they had much conver- 
sation on the subject of religion. He 
came also yesterday to meet Abdool, 
and even accepted an invitation te 
dinner. ‘To-day also he came to take 
leave, as he returns to Berthpore to- 
morrow. He confessed that he had 
been much offended at hearing of the 
publication of the Gospel; but that he 
now saw that there is no ground for 
offence therein, and begged a copy 
of the Four Gospels, which was given 
him. 

May 27.—A Native Christian of 
Portuguese origin, breakfasted with us. 
He was in the service of the Berthpore 
Rajah, and is lame of wounds receiv- 
ed in battle. He had not seen the 
Gospel before to-day ; and, as he says, 
knew not whether it was wood or pa- 
per. He began to read afier break- 
fast: and shewed no wish to leave off 
all day, if there had been time to at- 
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tendto him. His motive, he says, for 
coming hither is, that, hearing the 
Gospel was preached here, and Native 
Christians taken notice of, his three 
children, if he should die soon, as he 
expects from the effects of his wounds, 
might be brought up as Christians; 
had he died at Berthpore, they would 
have grown up as idolaters, which he 
could not bear the thought of. 

May 29, 1814. Whit-Sunday.—Ad- 
mitted to Baptism Doulutua, aged a- 
bout 40, by trade a weaver, who has 
been under probation upwards of six 
months. He appears truly humble 
and sincere, and well acquainted with 
the first principles ofreligion. Others 
were candidates, who did not seem 
sufliciently informed to be admitted. 
At the same time, was under the pain- 
ful necessity of declaring Molwee Fut- 
tih Ullah no longer a member of our 
congregatien, until he should repent 
of the worldly-mindedness too evident 
in him.. Though nothing positively 
wrong had appeared, yet he has ab- 
sented himself three successive times 
from the Lord’s Supper, avowedl y. 
from fear of the world’s reproach. 
Afterward administered the Lord’s 
Supper to 37, among whom @ very 
pleasing seriousness ‘and solemnity 
prevailed. 

May 31.—Several letters have arriv- 
ed, within these few days, for Mo!wee 
Munsoor, from his former friends. 
One in Arabic from Bereilly ; and one 
from a relation of the Nabob of Ram- 
poor, enclosing an engagement to pro- 
cure for him thirty rupees monthly 
with advantages equal to as much 
more ; also one from the same person 
to us, warning us against the Molwee 
asa worldly -minded man, and desiring 
his dismissal from this ‘place. The 
temptation seems, through God’s grace 
to have produced no ill effect on the 
Molwee, and his answers are very sat- 
isfactory and decided. 

Schools as usual. In all, about 60 
schelars here; and we hear that a 
great nuinber are at Meerut.

"They 
fear, that very many familics are 
still withont a complete copy of the 
Sacred Volume, and they beg icave 
earnestly to recommend, the adop- 
tion of more efficient measures, to 
carry into effect the primary ob- 
be found, 
that many of the destitute are 
backward to make known their 
wants, fey mnst be songht out and 
presented with the divine eracies. 
How melancholy is the thought, 
that any should continue to live 
without the heavenly instructions 
of the Bible, and die without its 
consolations. when it is to be 
had « without money and without 
price!” [t is presumed. that mach 
more remains to be done within 
our own limits, than is generally 
supposed. Let it be done sneedi- 
Iv. * Whatsoever thine hand fin’. 
eth to do, do it with thy might.” 
Let no cottage be passed bv. Let 
no child of indigence and no victim 
of vice be overlooked. It is not 
enough merely to give money. 
‘here is much to be done, as well 
as much to be given, and it is hop- 
ed. that no member of this Society. 
will shrink from those personal ex- 
ertions, which are indispensable to 
its prosperity and suceess. Let 
every one cheerfully step forward 
and vigorously act In his proper 
sphere, and the work will be easy. 
The Directors cannot close with- 
out adverting for a moment. to the 
auspicious signs of the times. Surely 
the night is far spent and the day is 
at hand. The star of Bethlehem 
begins ta be seen in many of the

If we cannot 
keep pace with sister societies, we 
can at least follow them in their 
labours of love. If we can do little 
more for the National Institution, 
than cast the widow’s mite into

‘Che Board of Managers for this So- 
viety Wish to express their gratitude 
that Gop has succeeded our efforts far 
heyoud our expectations, at the time 
oi our first attempt to form into a So- 
ciety. We were then only six tn um- 
ber, who signed the C onstitution, anil 
agreed on a meeting on the eighth a: Ly 
if Aucast, ISIS; at which tine we 
held our Ars? Annual Meetine, with 
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twenty-six members—and paid into 
the ‘Treasury Thirty-two dollars, 
which sum wascontributed to the New. 
York Bible Soctety, for the purpose of 
assisting to print the Scriptures in the 
French language. 

Although our numbers at present 
are far less than we could wish, yet 
our increase lias been beyond our cal 
culation. We now consist of sixty-two 
members. 

While we congratulate the friends 
of Zion on the formation of that noble 
institution, the American Bis.e Soci- 
ETY; we would also mentian, that ata 
mecting of this society on the 16th 
day of April, 1816, the Society unan- 
imously agreed to become Aucxiliai y 
to that Society, when it should be form- 
ed. We feel that our feeble hands are 
strengthened by this union, and we 
are relieved from many anxieties 
which must have otherwise perplexed 
us for want of information. 

It appears that there is now in the 
hands of the Treasurer, for the present 
year, 70 dollars. 

From the infant and Feeble state of 
this Society our expectations cannot 
be great; but should our e.ertions con- 
tribute to so good a cause only in pro- 
portion as one dropto the Occan, we 
shall not Jabeur in vain. 

Dear sisters, are we disciples of the 
blessed Jesus? then Jet us imitate the 
example of our master who spent his 
life, instructing the ignorant and re- 
lieving the wants of the suffering ; who, 
when he was about to ascend to Heav- 
ey, delivered this stewardship to his 

followers, ihe care of the poor; and 
whose parting charge to his beloved 
disciples was to evangelize all nations. 

From statements undoubtedly cor- 
rect, it appears that there are not less 
than five hundred and fifty millions of 
Heathen, besides millions that bear the 
usine of Christians, that are now des- 
titute of the Word of Life, and every 
moment rolling into Eternity! These 
ure awfaland alarming truths, which 

cannot fail to stimulate as to action— 
to do with all our might what our hands 
find io do, lest we lose the privileges set 


before us, and be found ‘unprofitable 
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servants, who have hid our Lord’s 
treasure in the earth. 

Now, dear Sisters, let us be entreat- 
ed by the sacred motives of pure benev- 
gience not to bring down the just judg- 
menis of Gop upon ourselves by our 
covetousness ; but rather let us labour, 

working willingly with our hands, that 

we may have to give to them that need. 

Let us follow the exampie of those be- 

nevolent women who have stript them- 
selves of those useless ornaments 
which tend only to fill their minds with 
pr ide and vanity and have contributed 
them to that noble kind of charity 
which conduces tothe spread of the 
Gospel of peace—And also of “7 
honourable aud holy women, who, 1 
the days of the apostles nsinistered un- 
to Curisr of their substance.

In the town of Walton, Delaware Conn- 


tv, N. ¥. are two Societies established for 
the pura ise of aidiag Foreign Missions: 
one of these was formed jast fail; the other 
in August last, cousisting of about 30 
inembers each, ‘Lheir funds are not large ; 
$ct, when we see such pious exertions in 
our new setticments, to metiorate the de- 
pivrable condition of the heathen, it 
evinces the value they put upon Gospel 
privileges; sad calls loudly to us, who have 
beo stundiog idle in the market place, at 
leas’, till the sixth hour of the day. A few 
weeks since a Missionary Sermon was 
preached on the Sabbath, and a cvllection 
made to increase their funds, thatit might 
be sent to the Foreign Mission Society, tor 
immediate ‘use: a lad, between 9 and 10 
years of age, having forgotten his intended 
oiferiag, -left the place of worship, unso- 
licited and unknown to his parents, aud 
went home afcer his little all, (the sixceeu'h 
ofa dollar, wich he had received as a re- 
werd of merit) and cheerfully cast it into the 
treasury of the Lord. Thus God is per- 
fecting his preises on the banks of the 
Grunges, throuch the instrumentality of our 
clildven. 


Our readers will doubtless recollect, that 
in a former pumber, (see p. 142.) we made 
mention of a young prince from one of che 
Sandwich ishinds, who was supposed to be 
on board the Giuerric ef LAP, then at Bos- 
ton fhe young man alluded to was 
brought to this place a few weeks since, by 
the Rev. Dr. Morse; and is now placed 
at Guilford, under the instruction of the 
Kev. Me. Vaill. While in New-Haven, 
the kind attention of a few Samaritan ladies, 
(whodil wa content (themselves by sayirg, 
* be ye clothed, &c.”) had a very percep: i- 
ble e feet upon his feelings and his charac- 
ter—his mind having bee n long depressed, 
by thinking what his state was, and what 
it she ould have been, seemed to resume, 
with much modesty, its nat tre cheerthtneus 
at d dignity. ‘The foilowing letter has since 
Leen written to one of the respected ladies, 
who acted the part of a mother to this 
stranger ina foreign Jand. We publish it, 
not from any particular merit ‘here is in it ; 
but as the first essay of a child in know- 
ledge. We give it, that the Christian pub- 
lic may jndge for themselves, wherher their 
charities, bestowed on these interesting 
young men, will be lost or not.

We have now 
seven MiSsionaries sent from this Country 
to India, to preach the gospel, instruct and 


evengelize about six millions of ignorant, 
perishing, immortals; and wall you, cap 
you, lellow Christisns, leave thei to con. 
tend alone, or to quit the field, just in the 
time of a glorious victory? Can you read 
the address of Mr, Hall (see p 236) anit 
the letters of Mr. Newell, and * sleep on?” 
Does not your beart burn within you, when 
you are told, that our triumph is begun? 
‘Lhe heathen are burning their gods and are 
flocking, in multitudes, to the Heralds of 
the Crosa, inquiring after the God we wor- 
ship: and will you not helpthem? The 
field is vast, and ripe to the harvest; but 
the labourers are few. Can you, fellow 
Christians, enjoy, undisturbed, the bles- 
Sings of the govpel which Christ has died 
to purchase, and not give a cent to purchase 
them for the millions who are perishing ® 
Can you sit thus quietly at the very gate of 
lieaven, while they are plonging into 
eternity, erying unto you, send us teachers 
—give us the Bible—Oh, help us, Christ-
